HOMES FOR AMBASSADORS 


The dip’ matic and consular ap 
Mopriation bill now before con 
Rress carries an appropriatio. of 
#3.000,000 which is intended as 
a starter in erecting of%cial 
homes for ambassadors and min 
isters of the United States in 
foreign sonutries. The policy ex- 
pressed in the bill contemplates 
the building of $500,000 embes- 
sies in capitals of more than 1.- 
000,000 population and $250,000 
“mbassies in the smaller capitals, 

Either sum may seem large to 
a public never accustomed to 
anything of this sort. Neither is 
excessive when compared with the 
sums spent by other nations for 
such _ purposes. Th e United 
States has been, up to this time, 
the only first-calss power in the 
world that did not provide its 
foreign representatives with ap- 
propriate homes and offices. We 
have not even paid the rent and 
maintenance of the quarters they 
occupied in the transaction of 
our business. 

Many Americans thought that 
Unele Sam was liberal when he 
raised his ambassadors’ salaries to 
$17,500 a year and ministers’ sal- 
aries to smaller figures, propor- 
tionately, quite ignoring the fact 
that these representatives were 
obliged out of that salary to yent 
and furnish an embassy and pay 
the expense of entertainment, 
which is always high. No am- 
bassador or minister, under the 
old system, could live on his sal- 
ary without being considered a 
miser and shaming himself and 
the country he represents. 

It is*high time to change this 
humiliating situation, and bring
